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One Year 


ITH this issue THE BLOOD-HORSE completes 

its first year of operation under the owner- 
ship of the American Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation. Thomas B. Cromwell, who converted 
the magazine into a weekly in 1929 and carried it 
through the financial drought which began that 
year, earned the gratitude of breeders and of the 
Turf in general for the manner in which he de- 
veloped it into a readable, informative, and as- 
sertive organ. When at last Mr. Cromwell tired 
of “carrying the load” and announced his desire 
to be rid of a burden which had brought him little 
financial return, the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association made arrangements to pur- 
chase the magazine from him. The transfer was 
made the first of October, 1935, and the present 
issue completes the first 12 months of operation 
under the association's standard. 


In the first issue under the new ownership, it 
was made clear that the magazine was purchased 
“to perpetuate the influence and the service which 
have made it invaluable to its subscribers.”” We 
wish to reaffirm this policy and to state that THE 
BLOOD-HORSE continues to be motivated by an 
earnest desire to be helpful and informative and 
constructive to the Turf as a whole. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is not primarily a journal of 
opinion but has set aside a limited amount of 
space each week for the presentation of construc- 
tive criticism of various affairs of racing and 
breeding. 

In this connection may we make it clear that, 
while THE BLOOD-HORSE is owned and operated 
by the American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation, it is not necessarily the spokesman for 
that organization. Its editorials and articles are 
not to be construed as pronouncements from the 
association, whose representatives never see them 
until they have been printed. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
operates as an independent, self-sustaining unit, 
its chief objective being to satisfy its readers, its 
one ideal the maintenance and improvement of 
the sport of racing. It was this objective and 
this ideal which led the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association to assume the responsibility 
for the permanence of the magazine. 


The first year under the present ownership has 
seen THE BLOOD-HORSE earning a moderate finan- 
cial return, large enough to meet obligations, 
make improvements, and provide encouragement 
for the future. As a result of a more vigorous 
policy of promotion, there has been an increase 
of more than 25 per cent in the number of paid 
subscribers. The circulation, we believe, will con- 
tinue to grow. The mailing list now includes a 
very large percentage of the prominent breeders 
and horsemen of the country, and thus the value 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE as an advertising medium 
is established, but there are many persons who 
have a profound interest in the Turf whose names 
are yet to be placed on our list of subscribers. 
Readers will do us, and eventually themselves, a 
favor by giving us their aid in recruiting these 
potential readers. 

THE BLOoD-HORSE, while it has developed great- 
ly since it was launched as a weekly in May, 
1929, still operates on a modest scale, still offers 
its readers plain, substantial fare, with few trim- 
min’s. We do not apologize, but we ask the in- 
dulgence of the readers of gaudier magazines, 
and promise that we shall continue to grow with 
our opportunities.

Traveling Steward 


NEW development in the business of offici- 
ating at race meetings, as reported in a 
recent issue of the Sporting Life (London) : 


Race supervision from a motor-car is an 
innovation that has been made by the S. A. 
J. C. in South Australia. 

A fast, silent vehicle, from which one of 
the stewards had a close-up of all the racing, 
was run alongside the track at Morphettville. 

Mr. M. J. Hogan, chairman of the Stipen- 
diary Stewards, made a satisfactory report 
to the Race Committee. 

The Stewards afterwards gave it as their 
opinion that the galloping horses took not 
the slightest notice of the car, and jockeys 
were in complete agreement. 

This is a most interesting development, but 
is not likely to be taken seriously in America. 
Stewards have enough things to ignore as it is, 
without sending out scouting expeditions to bring 
in others. 
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A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


EPTEMBER 10. Blood poisoning can take a 

tremendous hold on anything in a very short 
time, as we learned today. One of the good fillies 
came in a couple of days ago with a very small, 
innocent-looking puncture of the skin midway 
between the knee and the shoulder on the inside 
of the leg. The wound was treated with dis- 
infectants and irrigated regularly. By last night 
the leg had swollen to alarming proportions and 
tonight it is huge. The filly was treated with an 
intravenous injection and her leg had been con- 
stantly kept wet with a therapogen solution. 
Her appetite is fine, despite a temperature of 
106 degrees. 


SEPTEMBER i1. Tonight it looks as though our 
filly will make the grade, though her fever is 
still very high. She has been done up in cotton 
and bandages all round today to brace her good 
legs and to keep the flies from bothering her at 
all on the legs. She has had a couple of alcohol 
baths to freshen her up and we offer her fresh 
water hourly. She lay down last night for a 
few hours but has not been down today and is 
very tired tonight. Three intravenous injections 
of a powerful germicide have been given at 
eight-hour intervals and she should soon be turn- 
ing the corner if her heart does not give in 
under the pressure. Her appetite is fine, though, 
and plenty of mineral oil keeps her bowels lubri- 
cated. 


SEPTEMBER 12. After the crippled foal had 
been taken care of this morning—she is doing 
very well and looks past the crisis—-I went up 
to the training stable to see how the yearlings 
were getting on. Found a set trotting around 
the race track in fine style. They were going just 
like a lot of old horses in training. The trainer 
tells me that they are an exceptionally good lot 
so far, but he thinks they may be storing up 
things for when they start to breeze. In the 
stable after the exercise I saw one filly standing 
with the shank over her back and no one holding 
her while she was washed off. The blacksmith 
has just finished plating the yearlings in front. 
Hind shoes will probably not be put on before 
spring training starts. 


SEPTEMBER 13. I found the swelling on the 
crippled foal’s shoulder ready for opening this 
morning and this was done, much to the foal’s 
relief. There was an awful lot of stuff in it 
that was better off out. Last night she went 
down and slept for several refreshing hours. 
The dry mares are doing better now that they 
get a grain ration as well as pasture. Some of 
the older foals look as if they’d be better off 
weaned and as soon as the “sign” is right they 
will be weaned. 


SEPTEMBER 14. We had the blacksmith down 
at the stud today, shoeing a few of the mares 
and trimming foals. One of these had developed 
cracks running from the bottom of the wall in 
three hoofs up the center of the foot for a couple 
of inches. These we fired at the top of the cracks 
with a V-shaped iron which will effectively stop 
their going any further up towards the coronary 
band. I do not know why this particular filly 
developed these cracks, for sire and dam are 
both sound-footed animals and the condition is

quite rare. Filing in a straight line across the 
top of the cracks possibly would have done the 
trick, but the firing, though taking longer and 
being a more unpleasant job, is really more 
effective. 


SEPTEMBER 15. More shoeing of mares today, 
this time at the upper farm. This morning we 
sent the van and a truck some _ hundred-odd 
miles for a couple of dozen Aberdeen Angus 
calves which are turned out in the big paddock 
with the mares at the upper farm. They are a 
nice tame lot and will be in the corrals to utilize 
the old bedding from the stables this winter. 
There will be plenty of corn fodder for them also. 


SEPTEMBER 16. We took the mare with the 
crippled foal out this morning for a bit of a 
sunning while her stall was cleaned out and both 
appreciated the outing a lot. The foal is going 
very much sounder now; the swelling is almost 
gone and her temperature normal. Drove up 
to the training quarters to see the yearlings 
which are now galloping a mile daily. Already 
one sees the middles disappearing and the loins 
filing up with more muscle.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - By The Briton 
Top Horse ling finishes at the Lewes, Derby, Brighton, 


LONDON, SEPTEMBER 6. 
ITH an enthusiasm which is a _ national 
characteristic, our French friends are en- 
gaged in a discussion—among themselves—as to 
which is the best horse in training in the world 
at the present time. The candidates for the 
honor, according to the Paris press, are natur- 
ally, French horses—the 3-year-old colt, Mieuxce, 
winner of the French Derby and Grand Prix de 
Paris, and the 4-year-old mare Corrida. The lat- 
ter has won the Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot, the 
Prix du President de la Republique at Saint 
Cloud and Ostend’s Grand International, beating 
Taj Akbar. She was defeated in the ‘Brown 
Ribbon” at Munich by the German mare, Nereide, 
so that, to an unprejudiced mind, Nereide might 
be considered a claimant to the laurels. But not 
by a Frenchman! 

It would be strange indeed if we had to go to 
Germany to find the best horse in training, and 
although I believe that Nereide is very good, I 
am sure that her owner could be accommodated 
up to £10,000 a side by a number of English 
owners if he fancied matching his mare against 
one of our best over any distance that he cared 
to stipulate. Mieuxce won the Grand Prix de 
Paris by one and a half lengths from the Aga 
Khan’s Sind, a colt which is certainly a few 
pounds behind the best of his age in this country. 
When Corrida won at Ascot, she was a trifle 
lucky to beat His Grace, and the latter, which 
has since been sold by Lord Carnarvon to James 
V. Rank, is inferior to quite a number of our 
classic colts on all form shown to date. 

There are the all-important questions of dis- 
tance and ages to be considered when we talk 
of “world’s best’”’ horses. Over two miles or 
more, I should want to back Cecil, Quashed, or 
Omaha to beat anything they have on the Con- 
tinent. From a mile to a mile and _ three- 
quarters, Rhodes Scholar and Mahmoud would 
be good enough for my money (subject to the 
St. Leger result being in accordance with my 
anticipations!), while for sprint affairs commend 
me to Bellacose and Solerina. 

The Frenchmen think that the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe, to be run at Longchamp on October 
4, and worth over £6,000, will settle this question 
of world supremacy. It will do nothing of the 
sort, for none of the champions I have named 
above is engaged, but it should certainly be a 
fine race. Corrida and Mieuxce are among the 
nominations and Newmarket may be represented 
by Sind or Taj Akbar. The German champion 
Nereide is not entered, but the second best horse 
from across the Rhine, Sturmvogel, winner of 
the Berlin Grand Prix, is a probable runner. 
Archidamia, rated the best in Italy, is another 
interesting entry. My money will be on Sind.

Back-End 


N autumn nip is in the air and the publica- 

tion of the weights for the Cesarewitch and 
Cambridgeshire combined last week to emphasize 
that we are approaching the back-end of the flat 
racing campaign. With 12 weeks to go, there is 
of course no urgent hurry for trainers to start 
worrying about the “winter’s keep’, but from 
now on there will be little easy money to be 
picked up. It seemed to me that last week’s 


sport smacked a little of the end-of-the-season 
keenness. At all events, there were some spark- 


Manchester, and Folkstone fixtures. 

One of the prettiest struggles was that for 
the Champion Breeders’ Foal Plate (five fur- 
longs), at Derby. The prize was worth over 
1,000 sovereigns, and it was won by a short 
head by Malcolm McAlpine’s good 2-year-old 
Diplomat, second being the York winner, Royal 
Romance, and inmate of Matt Peacock’s Middle- 
ham stable. A neck away third was the filly, 
Flying Star, which was receiving 17 pounds from 
the two colts. 

The Breeders’ St. Leger at Derby was won in 
easy fashion by Lord Derby’s Doncaster classic 
candidate St. Magnus. He was receiving 10 
pounds from each of his two rivals, Suzerain 
and Jubie, and I doubt if the form amounts to 
anything. 

In the days when the Derby September meet- 
ing was a much more fashionable gathering than 
it is now, the Peveril of the Peak Plate, a mile 
handicap, attracted some of the best horses in 
training. The race has fallen from its high 
estate, and the 11 runners for the 710-sovereign 
prize last week were not a gay lot. Fred Temple- 
man’s 7-year-old Galvani won by three parts of 
a length from another of the same age, York- 
shireman, with Apollol third and Japetus fourth. 
The last named, owned by Sir Abe Bailey, is 
among the 91-pound division in the Cambridge- 
shire. 


Ciliata Filly 


ANCHESTER provided the best class racing 

of the week, and at the first stage of the 
meeting we were introduced to a smart 2-year- 
old filly, an unnamed daughter of Fairway out 
of Ciliata, by Cicero, in the Autumn Breeders 
Foal Plate. Although making her debut, the 
youngster ran her race out in fine style to beat 
14 rivals. Bred by the Duke of Westminster, 
Ciliata filly was purchased for 3,200 guineas by 
Sir Abe Bailey at the Newmarket First July 
Sales last year. She is trained by H. L. Cottrill 
at Lambourn, and I see great possibilities in the 
youngster. 

Many good horses are enrolled on the list of 
winners of the Prince Edward Handicap, run 
over two miles at Manchester. Last year, 
Quashed put up a great performance in the 
race, and four seasons back old Brown Jack 
carried 133 pounds to victory. Last week there 
were only half a dozen comparatively moderate 
competitors, and the Middleham trained 4-year- 
old Winter Worker made every yard of the run- 
ning to win virtually unchallenged by six lengths 
from Apple Peel, with Plunger three parts of a 
length away third and Fretwell, Flash Bye, and 
Sir Calidore behind. Winter Worker is a bay 
colt by The Winter King out of Landworker, by 
Merrythought. He is a winner over hurdles, but 
his form generally has been only moderate. He 
is not in the Cesarewitch, but four of his victims, 
Apple Peel, Plunger, Flash Bye, and Sir Calidore 
hold the Newmarket liability. They will have to 
improve a stone or more on this running to hold 
any chance in the big handicap on October 14.

BARBARA J., under care of W. C. Weant at Nar- 
ragansett Park, kicked her groom, Bob Haley, in 
the head with both hind feet. He suffered a 
headache, superficial cuts. 
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IRST three days of Belmont Park’s 15-day fall 

meeting provided first-class racing, though 
the first two days did not have weather condi- 
tions of the best. Stakes there have been pro- 
ductive of some surprises, some developments. 
On opening day the Hitchcock string of steeple- 
chase successes was broken by J. E. Widener’s 
Bushranger, and later in the afternoon George D. 
Widener’s Sation was beaten off six lengths in 
the Fall Highweight Handicap, seemed definitely 
to have lost his hold on the leadership of the 
sprint division. Though the Galetian gelding was 
giving 11 pounds to the winner, Miss Merriment, 
this was hardly an excuse, as the performance 
was far below his best form. On the first Satur- 
day of the meeting, September 19, Calumet Farm 
Stable’s Privileged thrust himself into the 2-year- 
old picture by sharing top weight with Murph 
and winning the Champagne Stakes. Complet- 
ing the stakes upsets, the former plater Golden- 
eye defeated a fair band of 3-year-olds in the 
Jerome Handicap. 

Of interest during the day was the perform- 
ance of Chance Sun, prominent candidate for the 
1935 Derby. The colt ran second to Captain 
Jinks in the Class D handicap, losing only by 
a nose, and while the performance admittedly 
Was against mediocre company, it was the best 
of the colt’s five 1936 starts, and indicates im- 
provement on the part of the 1934 Futurity 
winner. 

The current week will see the running of five 
stakes, with the Lawrence Realization, on Sep- 
tember 26, as the most interesting. Granville 
will attempt to hold his laurels in the 3-year-old 
division, with a small field in prospect. Sun 
Teddy, Mr. Bones, Memory Book, and White 
Cockade seem the best of the other eligibles. The 
Matron Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, will be de- 
cided on the same afternoon. 


STONY BROOK CLAIMING STAKES 

Get-away day at Aqueduct, September 16, saw 
few form reversals, with four favorites winning 
on the seven-race card. Only odds-on choice of 
the day was Mrs. A. A. Baroni’s Ann O’ Ruley 
(116), in the Stony Brook Claiming Stakes 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles), 
and that daughter of Man o’ War justified her 
short odds by holding the track from flag to 
finish, winning comfortably by four lengths with 
speed in reserve. Mrs. A. Phillips’ Kievan (3-y-o, 
103) was outrun for a half-mile, then came 
strongly to finish second, a half-length in front 
of J. B. J. Townsend's Chatmoss (110). M. Sokol’s 
Whizzaway (110), which finished five lengths 
farther back, was the only other starter. Time,

But Prattler (139), 
also a Hitchcock jumper, was not good enough 
in the Broadhollow Steeplechase Handicap ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, about two miles) at 
Belmont Park on opening day, September 17, 
and went under to J. E. Widener’s veteran 
Bushranger (159) by a length and a half. Prat- 
tler, taken under restraint at first, landed badly 
at the fifth fence, and though he recovered and 
moved up, he only succeeded in making Jockey 
H. Little stir up Bushranger for a few strides in 
the last sixteenth. Third, 10 lengths behind 
Prattler, was Mrs. A. White’s Spinach (143). 
Foxcatcher Farms Stable’s Route One (137), the 
only other starter, was making his first start.

MISS MERRIMENT SPRINTS 

Victor Emanuel’s Miss Merriment won the 
Fall Highweight in 1934. George D. Widener’s 
Sation won it in 1935. Both were entered in the 
1936 renewal ($3,000 added, all ages, six fur- 
longs). Miss Merriment had a score to wipe out, 
as Sation, carrying 140 pounds, had beaten her 
last year, with 121. This year the fleet High 
Time mare had 127, Sation’s impost had been 
dropped to 138. But so obviously had the great 
Widener sprinter gone off that Miss Merriment 
was made strong favorite, with Sation sharing 
second place in the betting with the entry which 
included Mower (3-y-o 122), Quel Jeu (110), and 
Sea Cradle (3-y-o, 105). 

Miss Merriment, as usual, was turbulent at 
the post, and was sent outside the stalls. This 
is usually an advantage in that an unruly horse is 
led into position and is generally in motion at 
the start. This was the case with Miss Merri- 
ment, and alert Raymond Workman took full 
advantage of it. Down the straight Widener 
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course there is no loss of distance by starting 
from the outside, and Miss Merriment shot into 
a commanding lead. With speed in reserve she 
finished three lengths in front of Hal Price 
Headley’s Fraidy Cat (113), a 40-to-1 outsider 
which raced well up throughout. Howe Stable’s 
Cycle (124) was third, two lengths behind the 
Headley sprinter, with Maemere Farm Stable’s 
Maeriel (3-y-o0, 118) in fourth place. Behind him 
came Mower, Sation, Sangreal (3-y-o0, 114), Quel 
Jeu, Sea Cradle, and Indomitable (3-y-o, 118). 
It was the third time in succession that Sation 
had been worse than third, the fourth time this 
year. The once-great sprinter was not unplaced 
at four or five, only twice at three. Time, 1:09%5, 
track fast. Though extremely fast, even for the 
Widener chute, the time was one-fifth second 
slower than that which Balko in 1930 made with 
136 pounds.

(Acorn Stakes in England, also winner in France 
and Germany, dam of seven winners and an- 
cestress of many good horses), Caduceus (Grey 
Stakes), Mediant (Foam Stakes, Great Eastern 
Handicap), and the producer *Nadinette (dam of 
Vulnad and King Nadi). *Ballantrae won Cam- 
bridgeshire, Kempton Park Nursery Handicap 
and Criterion Stakes, and also produced the 
winner Carrollton and the producers Coeur a’ 
Coeur, *Bandana III, and La Belle Alliance. 


GOLDENEYE IMPROVES 


On July 30 Goldeneye, racing for Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark, won the Seneca Claiming Stakes 
at Saratoga, might have been claimed for $4,500. 
Four days later he raced in the Mohawk Claim- 
ing Stakes, with a claiming price of $6,000, was 
taken by A. A. Baroni. With the exception of 
winning an overnight race he had done little to 
repay the investment until the running of the 
Jerome Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, one 
mile) at Belmont Park September 19. 

Milky Way Farms’ The Fighter (115) set off 
in the lead, paced the field for seven furlongs, put 
away the three horses closest to him for the 
first five furlongs, and in the outcome put him- 
self away also. With a quarter-mile to go, 
Goldeneye was seventh and last. In a furlong he 
was at the leader’s head.

The leader, for all but the last eighth, was Doga- 
way, which bore in slightly near the final six- 
teenth. Eddie Arcaro, on the winner, got his 
mount home a half-length in front of Dogaway, 
which led his stabiemate, Murph (122), by three 
lengths. Percy M. Pike’s Supply House (116) 
was fourth, a neck farther back.

ABOR DAY marked the peak of the current 

37-day meeting at Narragansett Park, which 
is now in its final week. On that day, when 
betting rose slightly above a million dollars, the 
Gaily average passed $500,000. Since that time, 
even such an attraction as the Narragansett 
Special could not sustain this betting level, and 
with 31 days of the meeting completed on Sep- 
tember 19, betting totaled $15,061,089, a daily 
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average of $485,841. That the general level is 
falling was evinced last week, when the mid- 
week attraction of the $25,000 Special, bringing 
out a crowd which wagered $702,414, could not 
keep the average up to that of previous days. 
The average for the week which closed Sep- 
tember 19 was $452,232. 

Three stakes feature the current week. On 
September 23, the New England Juvenile Handi- 
cap, at six furlongs, with $3,000 added, will be 
raced, and on Friday, September 25, the Beaver- 
tail Claiming Stakes will be the feature. On 
closing day, September 26, the feature is the 
$5,000 added Rochambeau Handicap, engaging 
3-year-olds and up over one mile and three-six- 
teenths. New England racing, after the close of 
Narragansett Park, passes to Rockingham Park, 
where 22 days of racing begin September 28. 


ROSEMONT LASTS 

Though Alfred Vanderbilt’s Discovery (130) 
turned in the gamest performance of his handi- 
cap career in the Narragansett Special ($25,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 13-16 miles) at Nar- 
ragansett Park September 16, he was forced, for 
the second year in succession, to be content with 
second honors. Beginning with a slashing per- 
formance in the Brooklyn Handicap in 1935, Dis- 
covery rose to the top of the handicap division. 
Thereafter the big chestnut either smothered his 
fields or was smothered by them, in about equal 
proportion. Neither defeats nor victories were 
close, and Discovery, which had done nearly 
everything else, had never leveled off in sus- 
tained duel, had never been in a close finish. In 
the Narragansett Special Discovery ran a cou- 
rageous race, took the worst of racing fortune, 
failed oniy by a head, and showed himself defi- 
nitely the best horse. 

Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Time Supply (121), with 
Raymond Workman up, was first away from the 
stalls, with D. Christmas’ Accolade (118) and 
A. G. Tarn’s Rushaway (3-y-o, 111) close behind 
him. Those who were watching the favored Dis- 
covery saw Sun Teddy (3-y-o, 117) come over 
on him, shunt him back to last place, and as the 
field went past the stands for the first time, the 
Vanderbilt racer was trailing miserably, four 
lengths behind the nearest horse. Rushaway held 
his lead for a half-mile. Stand Pat (113) had 
rushed up to him, then tired, Accolade was hold- 
ing on grimly, Time Supply was dangerously 
close. Then, through a gap on the rail, Jockey 
Harry Richards shot Foxcatcher Farms Stable’s 
Rosemont (121), and the son of The Porter was 
suddenly in the lead. Driven hard down the back 
stretch Rosemont drew out, with Accolade and 
Time Supply hard after him. Then, with three 
furlongs to go, Discovery started after the pack. 
He picked 1» the trailers, swung into the stretch 
in fifth place, still some six lengths behind the 
leader. Four of these he had cut away when the 
eighth-pole was reached. Time Supply was fal- 
tering, Rosemont was driving under a hard ride, 
and Discovery was gaining. Fifty yards out Dis- 
covery was at the leader’s flanks. With 20 yards 
to go he was at Rosemont’s throat latch. Here 
Richards swung his whip in a last desperate ef- 
fort, and the descending bat either touched or 
narrowly missed Discovery’s head. Discovery 
ducked slightly, and Rosemont went under the 
wire, dead tired, but winner by a head, as a pre- 
cautionary photograph showed. A length and a 
half farther back Time Supply took third place, 
six lengths in front of the exhausted Accolade. 
Sun Teddy was next, then Howard (110), then 


Rushaway, with Stand Pat last. Time, :2415, :48, 
1:1234, 1:3734, 1:5624, track fast.

Handicap at two. This year he had not previous- 
ly won a race in five starts, but had placed second 
in Aqueduct, Delaware, San Vincente Handicaps, 
third in the Santa Anita Handicap. In his three 
seasons he has started 18 times, won five races, 
finished second six times, third three times, and 
has earned $71,225. He was foaled April 18, 1932, 
at Foxcatcher Farms, Boyce, Va. His dam, Gar- 
den Rose, won at two and has also produced 
Garden Message (Pimlico Nursery, Sprightful 
Claiming, Marlboro Stakes), Sweet Tidings (at 
two, three, and six), Parties (30 wins), Rose 
Bearer and Rosenna. These are all her foals. 
Garden of Allah won at two, and produced Dream 
of Allah (Provincial Handicap, and dam of Islam, 
Time Maker, and two other winners), Loughland, 
and Devil’s Garden (also producer), and the pro- 
ducer Girl of Allah. Frances Hindoo also pro- 
duced Zellwood (winner over jumps), and was 
sister to Pepper (Ohio, Seabreeze, Canarsie, 
McLaughlin, Crocker Stakes), and to four other 
winners, and the producers Dingle, Farfalla, Da 
Rimini, Dordica, Frantic, and Haloo. The next 
dam, Francesca, was a stakes winner and dam 
of eight winners, and was sister to Iroquois and 
Jaconet. The fifth dam was Maggie B. B. 


HIGH FLEET’S WEYBOSSET HANDICAP 


Victor Emanuel’s Miss Merriment had had her 
colors lowered but once in her last six previous 
starts, and George D. Widener’s High Fleet had 
won seven of 11 starts this season, had not been 
worse than second this year, had not been un- 
placed in two seasons. So the meeting of Miss 
Merriment (125) and High Fleet (3-y-o, 115) in 
the Weybosset Handicap ($5,000 added, all ages, 
six furlongs) at Narragansett Park September 
19 promised a speec duel of class. Most of Nar- 
ragansett Park’s patrons believed that the High 
Time mare could give 10 pounds (five pounds by 
scale) to the 3-year-old Jack High filly, but in 
the outcome Miss Merriment ran nothing like her 
race, and High Fleet won off by herself. 

The track was heavy, and although Miss 
Merriment had won over slow going at Sara- 
toga in August, she apparently found herself 
unsuited by the Narragansett Park oval. She 
behaved poorly at post, could never reach the 
leaders. Off in front dashed Happy Knot (100), 
6-year-old *Happy Argo mare which races for 
Mrs. E. A. Snow. Behind her, and ready to go 
to the front when Jockey I. Anderson wished, 
was High Fleet. Miss Merriment clung to third 
place for a half-mile, Leaving the back stretch 
High Fleet moved up, and the issue was never 
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in doubt thereafter. She won by two and a half 
lengths from Mrs. M. Cassidy’s Bill Farns- 
worth (3-y-o, 107), with Happy Knot dropping 
back to third, three lengths behind the Crack 
Brigade gelding. Dusty Dawn (113) was fourth, 
with Miss Merriment and Beefsteak (110) com- 
pleting the field. Time, :24, :4745, 1:121%5, track 
heavy. Stakes division, $4,770, $1,000, $500, $250.

UP AND UP 

On September 11 Mrs. E. I. Wade’s Up and Up 
had finished fifth in a Narragansett Park claim- 
ing stakes, behind Lost Friend, Wacoche, Col. 
Greene, and Crete. Wacoche and Crete did not 
start in the La Fayette Claiming Stakes ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles) on Sep- 
tember 19. Lost Friend (3-y-o0, 108) picked up 
nine pounds, Col. Greene (112), owned by Weston 
W. Adams, had three more, and Up and Up (115) 
had five pounds added to his impost. 

So it was probable that it was Col. Greene 
which caused the entry including Up and Up to 
be backed to 3-to-5 favoritism over Lost Friend, 
which races for A. C. Bostwick. Lost Friend 
went away in front, was caught by Col. Greene, 
came again to dispose of the *Polymelian colt. 
Up and Up saved the day for those who backed 
the entry by driving hard through the stretch, 
cutgaming Lost Friend to win by a half-length, 
with Col. Greene eight lengths away in third 
place.

LINCOLN FIELDS 


ATURDAY, September 19, was the tenth day 

of the 28-day meeting at Lincoln Fields, 
where good weather continues to favor the track. 
Lincoln Fields has plenty of horses, so that races 
have filled excellently, but the stakes fields have 
not been of more than ordinary class. On Satur- 
day, the winner of the Francis 8S. Peabody 
Memorial Handicap was Mucho Gusto, former 
plater, and probably prospective plater as well. 
However, the modest stakes programs, with 
$2,500 added events, are probably as much as 
ean safely be offered toward the end of the 
season. Last year, when the meeting came in 
August, Lincoln Fields stakes endowments were 
$5,000 added, in keeping with a minimum agreed 
upon by Illinois tracks. 


MUCHO GUSTO WINS 

Nine of the 10 starters in the Francis S. Pea- 
body Memorial Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile), run at Lincoln Fields 
September 19, stood for nearly five minutes at 
the post while the other, Pharosay (3-y-o, 100), 
threw Jockey Henry Hauer four times. With 
Pharosay finally sent to the outside, the field 
went away, the rogue getting immediately to 
the front. For six furlongs he cut out a stiff 
pace, with Rock X. (116), a sprinter attempting 
a mile race, pushing him along. With a quarter- 
mile to go, Jockey L. Haas began moving for- 
ward with Mrs, Kirby Ramsey’s Mucho Gusto 
(111), and as first Pharosay, then Rock X. re- 
tired, the Marvin May colt went into the lead. 
Rosedale Stable’s Silk Mask (114), rushing up 
from ninth place in the last quarter, was far too 
late, and trailed the winner by three lengths at 
the finish. Mrs. M. C. Rush’s Noble Count (3-y-o, 
100), also coming from behind, was third, a 
length behind Silk Mask, a length in front of 
J. J. Coughlin’s Roguish Girl (3-y-o, 102). The 
others, in order, were Capt. Cal (3-y-o0, 115), 
Banish Fear (104), Fast Stride (101), Rock X., 
Crowning Glory (110), and Pharosay. Time, 
12225, :46, 1:1115, 1:3645, track fast.

Mucho Gusto, first stakes winner by his sire, 
has started 69 times, won 22 races, finished sec- 
ond 11 times, third 11 times. He has earned 
$15,285, He was acquired by his present owner 
from a claiming race for $3,000 last year. Sweet- 
heart Time also produced the winners Our Sweet- 
heart, Joemma, and Jerdan. She was sister to 
the winner Singlehand and to Flirt, dam of three 
winners, grandam of Captain Alcock ($69,550, 
including Pimlico Cup, Suburban, Brookdale, 
Bowie, Amityville, Edgemere, Bayview, Havre 
de Grace Handicaps, and sire). Ocanya also pro- 
duced the winners Martinos, Mirza, Cabin Creek, 
and Flower Shop (also producer), and the pro- 
ducer Miss Mooney, dam of High Gear (36 wins). 
She was sister to the stakes winner Oiseau. 
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FULL week and one charity day remained 
to the Detroit Racing Association after the 
completion of the program of September 19. 
Racing at that point has been possibly a bit bet- 
ter than in the spring meeting this year, or at 
previous sessions, and it has consequently been 
somewhat better supported. Perhaps a contribu- 
tory factor is that Detroit’s professional baseball 
team, which proved a strong counter-attraction 
in 1934 and 1935, has been out of the running for 
the American League pennant for the past month. 
Detroit’s closing Saturday will see the running 
of three stakes events, a rare occasion on Ameri- 
can tracks excepting Belmont Park and Sara- 
toga. Though the class of horses available has 
limited his opportunities, Racing Secretary 
Charles A. Kenney has shown himself undisposed 
to follow the claiming race pattern which makes 
for dull racing at many tracks where the best 
racers are not stabled. Of particular interest, 
though carrying the lightest endowment, will be 
the Detroit Endurance Stakes, to be contested 
over a course of two miles and 70 yards. The 
Campau Handicap, for all ages, at 514 furlongs, 
and the Hendrie Memorial Handicap, at 11-16 
miles, will complete the stakes program of the 
day. This will bring the regular meeting to a 
close, but on Monday, September 28, there will 
be an additional day of racing, with profits and 
a share of the purses going to the newly-organ- 
ized Horsemen's Relief Society, for the care of 
the ill or indigent of racing’s none too provident 
family. 


MARQUETTE HANDICAP 

Nine 2-year-olds met in the Marquette Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 514 furlongs) at 
Detroit September 19, with J. W. Parrish’s Proph 
(115) installed as favorite. Proph led for a quar- 
ter-mile, then fell away as Oddesa Farm’s Oddesa 
Girl (111) went to the front. Moving a bit later 
came I. J. Collins’ Bernard F. (107), the longest- 
priced horse in the race with one _ exception. 
Going to Oddesa Girl in the closing eighth, Ber- 
nard F. took the lead without difficulty, won by 
a length with something left. Oddesa Girl had 
no trouble holding second place, and finished two 
and a half lengths in front of O. F. Woodward’s 
Jadva (100), with Mrs. C. S. Howard’s Star 
Singer (102) fourth, two lengths away. The 
others were Gene Wagers (102), Proph, Mary 
Vito (107), Phalazetta (98), and Mahcoo (105). 
The winner paid $32.40 for a $2 straight ticket.

There was 
no stakes on opening day, but the Susquehanna 
Handicap, an overnight event with a purse of 
$2,500, was the feature. Jay Jay, a Wise Coun- 
sellor 3-year-old which races for Howard Bruce, 
was an easy winner in this event, leading for the 
last five furlongs of the three-quarter mile dash. 
A secondary attraction was a Class C handicap, 
won by Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Chasar, 5-year-old 
Crusader gelding. 

The first Saturday of the meeting, September 
19, saw the running of the Eastern Shore Handi- 
cap, for 2-year-olds at six furlongs, the winner 
being Glen Riddle Farm Stable’s War Admiral, 
an account of whose victory appears below. War 
Admiral, like the good Maedic, is not entered in 
the Futurity at Belmont, and will miss a chance 
to claim leading juvenile honors. 

The two remaining stakes events are the Poto- 
mac Handicap, for 3-year-olds, to be run over 
11-16 miles on September 26, and the Havre de 
Grace Handicap, which will engage 3-year-olds 
and up over a 14<-mile distance, on closing day, 
September 30. Maryland will have no racing on 
October 1 and 2, but on October 3 Laurel Park 
will get into action.

Maedic, winner of five consecutive stakes, in the 
leading position. He had not met Pompoon, and 
the West was offering a challenge in Millsdale 
Stable’s Bottle Cap, which, like Maedic, was a 
son of Bostonian. With these reservations, Mae- 
dic was the juvenile leader. 

The Eastern Shore Handicap ($10,000 added, 
2-year-olds, six furlongs), run at Havre de Grace 
September 19, took 71 seconds to throw this 
simple picture into confusion. Away from the 
barrier sprinted Glen Riddle Farm’s War Ad- 
miral (118). Broad Ripple (114), attempting to 
go along with him, got too much in three fur- 
longs, fell back. With a quarter-mile to go the 
race had become a battle for second honors, for 
War Admiral, four lengths in front, had not been 
touched with the whip. Mrs. Louise Viau’s un- 
beaten Rex Flag (115), an *Omar Khayyam geld- 
ing, was second through the stretch, but went 
under by a head to Mrs. Emil Denemark’s 
Orientalist (116) at the finish. Then came the 
two sons of Bostonian, with Bottle Cap (120) a 
head behind Rex Flag, two lengths in front of 
the favorite Maedic (126). Behind them followed 
Yellow Tulip (115), Tedious (119), Clingendaal 
(114), Flying Cross (109), Burning Star (111), 
Savage (118), Swiftply (116), Mr. Canron (104), 
Broad Ripple, and Prince Arthur (10712). The 
winner paid $17.70 for a $2 ticket.

FOREIGN 


MR. FIELD’S FORAY 


UITE a mare is Marshall Field’s Black Ray, 

brown daughter of Black Jester (by Poly- 
melus) and Lady Brilliant, by Sundridge. Foaled 
in 1919, she raced only at two, winning one race, 
the Southport 2-Year-Old Stakes. She was bred 
and raced by J. B. Joel, who put her in the 
stud at the age of three. Beginning in 1923, she 
produced foals in 11 consecutive years. After 
the first three she was sold to the American 
sportsman Marshall Field, who still owns her. 


One of the foals died as a yearling. Six of the 
others won, and a seventh placed. One of the 
winners, *Sheet Lightning, scored in America. 
The other five were stakes winners in England 
or Ireland: Dark Brilliance, by Sunstar; *Jacopo, 
by Sansovino; Eclair, by Ethnarch; Black 
Domino, by Sansovino; Foray, by Tetratema. 

The eleventh of this succession of foals is 
Foray, currently the largest money-winning 2- 
year-old in England and quite likely to retain 
that distinction to the end of the season. Foray, 
whose picture appears on the front cover of this 
issue, now has the most impressive record of any 
of the foals of Black Ray, not excepting *Jacopo, 
which won three of his four races at two and 
was second in the other. The grey son of Tetra- 
tema has started eight times, won five races, 
finished second in the other three. 

He began racing at Alexandra Park in April 
by winning the Enfield Plate, then captured the 
Sandown Park Produce Stakes. In the New 
Stakes at Ascot he was beaten three-quarters of 
a length by Le Grand Duc, son of *Blenheim I, 
at even weights. In his fourth start he won the 
July Stakes at Newmarket, beating Fair Copy, 
Full Sail, and others. In the National Breeders’ 
Produce Stakes at Sandown Park, richest 2- 
year-old race in England, he was second, beaten 
a length and a half by Full Sail, which he was 
giving nine pounds. Foray was again second in 
a rich race at Goodwood, the Ham Produce 
Stakes, in which he split Solfo and Ali Pasha 
in a three-head finish, giving each of them 12 
pounds. He captured the Convivial Plate at York 
for his fourth win, and then took the Cham- 
pagne Stakes at the Doncaster meeting. Prior to 
the Champagne Stakes his earnings in first 
monies were £4,240, and the Champagne probably 
boosted that figure above £6,500. 


FOREIGN NOTES 


The American owner Ralph Beaver Strass- 
burger has sent three yearlings and two 2-year- 
olds from France to England to be trained by 
Fred Darling. 

Lord St. Davids, breeder of My Prince, Fox- 
hunter, Near Relation, John James, Carioca, 
Eola, Feola, and other good horses in England, 
has decided to retire from breeding and will 
sell his mares and foals at the Newmarket 
December sales. 

Pierre Wertheimer’s Catherinette, grey 2-year- 
old filly by *Epinard, won the Prix La Rochette 
at Chantilly, France, recently, with Baron Edou- 
ard de Rothschild’s Minaudiere second, Joseph 
E. Widener’s Barberybush third. 

Movilla, dam of the St. Leger Trial Stakes 
winner Columcille, was exported from England 
to America and used in this country for a year 
as a polo pony. When Columcille showed up last 
year aS a 2-year-old of promise the mare was 
found and taken back to England. 

The two yearlings which William Woodward 
has sent to England to be trained by Capt. Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort are Olympus, a colt (brother to 
Perifox) by Gallant Fox out of *Periwinkle II, 
by Clarissimus, and Valerian (Valerian III in 
England), a colt by Gallant Fox out of Valkyr 
(dam of Vicar, Vicaress, Valse), by Man o’ War. 


Two Swedish veterinarians, Dr. Gustav Dan- 
elius and Dr. Hans H. Sandberg, on a tour of 
various sections of the United States in connec- 
tion with their study of livestock diseases and 
control methods, are spending a fortnight at Lex- 
ington, center of the light horse breeding area.

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RACING COMMISSION APPOINTED 

INCE last spring it had been generally under- 

stood that former Senator Johnson N. Cam- 
den would be named chairman of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, but formal announce- 
ment by Gov. A. B. Chandler did not come until 
September 21. Senator Camden has been identi- 
fied with racing and breeding in Kentucky for 
many years. He has been breeding Thorough- 
breds since 1892, and his Hartland Stud, in 
Woodford County, where Ben Brush, *Light Bri- 
gade, and Peter Quince stood, produced such 
racers as Rose of Sharon, Helios, Miss Joy, Hy- 
dromel, Oh Susanna, Dark Phantom, Rothermel, 
Martinique, and Flattery. His best year was in 
1929, when Hartland Stud horses won 52 races 
and $139,135. Hartland Stud horses were dis- 
persed in 1931, and in 1933 the farm itself was 
sold privately to Silas B. Mason. Senator Cam- 
den, however, has continued breeding horses at 
Mrs. Camden’s Runnymede Farm, near Paris, Ky. 
He was for some time president of the old Ken- 
tucky Association, has served on a number of 
earlier racing commissions, and was twice chair- 
man of previous commissions. His appointment 
is generally welcomed by horsemen and others 
interested in the Thoroughbred industry. He will 
be guest of honor at the fifth annual testimonial 
dinner of the Thoroughbred Club of America, to 
be held October 22 at Lexington. 

Senator Camden succeeds Polk Laffoon as 
chairman, but Mr. Laffoon will continue to be a 
member of the commission, succeeding Frazer 
LeBus, of Lexington. William E. Smith, of Louis- 
ville, and S. Sewell Combs of Lexington, were 
reappointed, as was Secretary Thomas R. Under- 
wood, of Lexington. 

Another appointee, the one member of the new 
commission without previous service on that 
body, was Clarence L. Croan, of Louisville, who 
replaces Theodore E. Mueller, of Louisville, well 
known as an owner and breeder. Mr. Croan, who 
professes an interest in horses, comes from Bul- 
litt County, Kentucky, is president of the Fergu- 
son Lumber Company in Louisville, and has busi- 
ness interests in Florida. He was a member of 
the committee which handled Governor Chand- 
ler’s campaign in Jefferson County last year. 

The racing commission which is now replaced 
by Governor Chandler’s appointments, had a pe- 
culiar standing. It was appointed by Gov. Ruby 
Laffoon, but the Kentucky Senate refused to 
sanction the appointment. Under Kentucky’s 
legal system, the sanction of the Senate was 
provided for by law, but apparently it was un- 
necessary, for the commission was retained with- 
out protest as a recess appointment. Polk Laf- 
foon, who retains a position on the present com- 
mission, is a cousin of former Governor Laffoon, 
whose regime was repudiated by Governor Chand- 
ler, and who is now one of the present governor’s 
most bitter political enemies. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB MEETING 


Members of the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
at their bi-weekly meeting at the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington, last Saturday approved the appropri- 
ation of a fund for remodeling two rooms in the 
Keeneland club house for the use of members of 
the Thoroughbred Club during the race meeting 
in October. The rooms, which will be ready for 
occupancy before the meeting begins, will be 
available to members during the entire year, as 


well as during the period of actual racing. The 
new club rooms are situated on the ground floor, 
so that members wishing to go there will not 
have to hold club house badges.

In the East, Sation’s stablemate, 
High Fleet. There’s no standout male in the di- 
vision at present. Sation’s greatest sprint per- 
formance, probably, was in the Fall Highweight 
last autumn, when he packed 140 pounds over 
the six furlongs of the Widener course in the 
swift time of 1:10'5.

Jumpers 


TEEPLECHASE enthusiasts have been given 

plenty this summer. Thomas Hitchcock’s pair 
of *Rioter and Saluda are unbeaten. The latter 
is called the greatest jumping find in many years. 
The black son of By Hisself does not look the 
part. *Rioter may meet a Tartar in the Grand 
National Steeplechase Handicap getaway day at 
Belmont Park in the shape of Joseph Widener’s 
Bushranger. This one is sharp as a briar right 
now, as he demonstrated in repeating his 1935 
success in the Broadhollow Steeplechase. *Golden 
Meadow, St. Francis, Birmingham, and *Ama- 
gansett also are candidates to the Grand Na- 
tional, $6,000 added test of about three miles, 
which promises to prove the outstanding hedge 
effering this season. *Amagansett, the land’s 
leading hurdle performer, also is named for the 
mile and a half Manhattan Handicap. He’s a 
versatile fellow. So is Bushranger, which last 
fall won both on the flat and over the jumps. 
*Rioter for $250 and Saluda for $110 as wean- 
lings are hardly yet bargains, because of the 
fact that the steeplechase stakes are com- 
mensurately too low compared to the time and 
money expended developing jumpers. There’s no 
encouragement of this branch of the sport at 
major tracks in America.

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AGE AND PREPOTENCE AGAIN 


AST year, in a friendly skirmish with Salva- 
tor, I offered a few facts and figures in re- 
buttal to his argument that young parents pro- 
duce better racers than old parents and that early 
speed (the most valuable attribute of the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred of recent years) “comes often- 
est and most uniformly from young stallions be- 
longing to families in which it is hereditary.”’ I 
cited certain statistics of my own making which 
seemed to me to indicate that Salvator had 
reached a doubtful conclusion (THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
September 14, 1935, page 276). The discussion 
was indecisive, as neither participant yielded an 
inch. But it was a most interesting problem, for 
me, at least, and the unresolved phases of it 
were a clear invitation for further investigation. 
Accordingly, during my most recent convales- 
cence, I gathered together on the counterpane 
enough pedigrees and tally sheets to piece to- 
gether another chapter. I am afraid the method, 
when it is explained, will seem to be even more 
complicated than it actually was, so anyone who 
is in a hurry to build a race track or see a man 
abcut a horse can skip from here to the conclu- 
sion, if he is willing to trust me in the meantime. 
To begin with I took the names of the 152 
horses foaled in 1924 which became stakes win- 
ners on the “recognized tracks’’ of North Amer- 
ica. I then made a double-entry tally sheet on 
which I assembled them into groups according to 
the foaling dates of their sires and dams. The 
columns on the tally sheet were labeled 1900, 
1901, 1902, etc., up to 1920. If a stakes winner’s 
sire was foaled in 1910, a tally was made in the 
1910 column, but instead of using a simple taily 
mark I set down in the 1910 column the year in 
which the stakes winner’s dam was foaled. The 
procedure was reversed for the dam's side. Thus, 
when the tabulation was finished, I knew not only 
the number of stakes winners by sires in each age 
division, but knew also the ages of the mares 
which had produced them. I knew not only that 
two stakes winners were out of mares foaled in 
1908, but also that one of those two stakes win- 
ners was by a sire foaled in 1916, the other by a 
sire foaled in 1917. 

The results were interesting enough in them- 
selves, but they did not mean a great deal with- 
out a background which would show whether the 
stakes winners, as representative of the best of 
the breed, were different, as regards the age of 
their parents, from other horses in the breed. 
So I took Volume XIV of the American Stud 
Book, and made a similar tally for the first 152

foals of 1924 listed therein, excluding the few 
stakes winners I encountered in order to make 
the differences, if any, show up as strongly as 
possible. For these 152 foals, representing the 
non-stakes winners of the breed, a tally was 
made similar to that previously compiled for the 
stakes winners. 


The tallies would be quite difficult to set out 
in typographical form, so I shall pick out a few 
apparently significant figures from them for spe- 
cial attention. Here let me explain that I have 
computed the ages of all parents as they were in 
1923, the year before the horses being studied were 
foaled. I do this because it is obvious that the 
sire’s part in each mating is finished the year be- 
fore the foaling and by far the greater part of 
the mare’s work in producing the foal is done in 
the same year in which the mating is made. So 
all ages stated hereinafter are ages as of 1923. 

The average age of the sires of the 152 non- 
stakes winners was 10.61 years. This figure ap- 
proximates closely the averages given in the 
earlier discussions. The average age for the 
sires of all registered foals of 1932 in America 
was 10.55 years. The corresponding figure for 
2-year-old winners foaled in 1932 was 10.47 years. 
The average age for sires of 88 stakes winners 
whose pedigrees were included in the English 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review of 1934 was 105, 
vears, according to Salvator. 

But, singularly enough, the 152 stakes winners 
foaled in 1924 were by sires whose average age 
was 11.27 years, definitely higher than the aver- 
age for non-stakes winners. For this particular 
study, at least, the old sires are better than the 
young, not worse. 

In the previous discussions, not much empha- 
sis was placed on the ages of the dams. It is 
here, however, that the more definite and more 
important differences are observable. The aver- 
age non-stakes winner was out of a mare 9.92 
years old in 1923; the average stakes winner 
was out of a mare only 8.38 years old. The dif- 
ference is 1.54 years. 

Among the non-stakes winners were 20 horses 
whose sires were more than 15 years old (i. e., 
16 years old and up). Among the stakes win- 
ners were 34 horses in the same category, no 
fewer than six of them being by 22-year-old 
sires. Oldest sire represented was the 23-year- 
old Chaucer, sire of the Hopeful winner Lord 
Chaucer. Thus the older stallions far outran 
their mathematical expectation. However, we 
shall certainly not conclude that age itself aids a 
stallion’s prepotence. It happened that in 1923 
an unusual group of famous old horses were 
standing in America, including Broomstick, Bal- 
lot, Peter Pan, Fair Play, Whisk Broom II, and 
Sweep. No such galaxy of oldsters is now at 
stud, nor is there likely to be another group of 
that quality and comparable age for many years. 

Moving over to the dams’ side for similar com- 
parisons, we should also move down the scale in 
years, for only four stakes winners were out of 
mares over 15 years old, whereas 18 of the non- 
stakes winners were out of dams that old. Step- 
ping down three years, we find that 15 stakes 
winners had dams over 12 years old, and that 42 
of the non-stakes winners were out of mares over 
12 years old. Thus the older mares are far below 
their expectation in the production of “best” 
horses, much farther below their expectation, in 
fact, than the older sires are above theirs. 
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The figures just cited bear out in a strik- 
ing manner those contained in an article on 
“First Foals and Others,” in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
December 8, 1934, in which it was shown that the 
second, third, fourth, and fifth foals have a strong 
advantage over the others, and that after the 
sixth foal there is a marked decline. 

Perhaps the following illustration will help the 
reader to visualize how differently the two sexes 
respond to advancing age:

The same-age theory, whose adherents claim 
that matings should be between parents of the 
same age or nearly so for the best results, has 
few followers in this country, but it may be in- 
teresting to make a note on this subject. In the 
152 non-stakes winners were 10 horses whose 
parents were of the same age; among the stakes 
winners there were only seven. I have not car- 
ried this comparison further, as previous studies 
have indicated the baselessness of the theory. 


The opposite opinion, that old sires should be 
mated with young mares, and vice versa, has 
many adherents, but few facts in its favor. There 
were, as stated, 34 stakes winners by sires 16 
years old or older. These 34 horses were out of 
dams whose average age was 8.47 years, slightly 
over the average for the dams of the other stakes 
winners. The 20 non-stakes winners by sires 16 
years old and up were out of dams whose ages 
averaged 10.95 years, which is a year higher than 
the average for the dams of all the non-stakes 
winners. 

There were 15 stakes winners out of dams 13 
years old or older. The average of their sires’ 
ages was 12 years, which is higher (by .73 year) 
than the general average for the sires of the 152 
stakes winners. The 42 non-stakes winners out 
of mares 13 years old or older were by sires 
whose average age was 10.79 years, which is 
only .18 year above the general average for the 
sires of the non-stakes winners. There is noth- 
ing in any of these figures to indicate that the 
comparative ages of sire and dam are important. 

The following conclusions seem justified: 


There is no importance to attach to the com- 
parative ages of the parents in any mating. The 
breeder derives no advantage either from match- 
ing young with old or from pairing horses of 
similar ages. 

Younger stallions have no advantage over older 
stallions, except in number of progeny. As a 
matter of fact there is an actual advantage for 


the older sire, as indicated by statistics, but this 
advantage is probably explained by the fact that 
the more famous of the older sires are likely to 
be given a select group of mares for mates. Fur- 
thermore, such statistical advantage may not 
persist from year to year with complete regu- 
larity. 

Age, however, does affect mares very definite- 
ly; it brings about a measurable reduction in their 
value as producers. The mare’s best foals are 
her early ones, except the first, and after she has 
reached the age of 13 her decline is comparative- 
ly rapid. 

Finally, these conclusions, I believe, may be 
accepted as indicative of general conditions, but 
in detail they are subject to modification on the 
basis of further investigation. Furthermore, I 
have spoken only of averages and generalities. 
Every stallion and every mare is a potential ex- 
ception to a so-called rule.

PHILLIPS SUSPENSION LIFTED 

FTER reviewing two cases of stimulation of 

horses at Saratoga, the New York State 
Racing Commission, on September 21, announced 
that the suspension of George E. Phillips, trainer 
tor DeWitt Page’s Maemere Farm, would be 
lifted on October 4. The suspension of William 
R. Winans, groom of the same stable, and sus- 
pended with Trainer Phillips, will be lifted at the 
same time. Both were suspended after a saliva 
specimen taken from Maeriel, after a race at 
Saratoga August 19, showed traces of coramine, 
a respiratory stimulant. The suspension, running 
from August 4, will include 36 racing days. 

The case of Emerson Davis, trainer for Conn 

Smythe, Canadian owner, was also reviewed, but 
the commission declined to lift the suspension, 
as Davis had been charged with the same offense 
in Canada last year. Davis’ suspension followed 
a saliva test of Shoeless Joe, which won at 
Saratoga August 18.
